18 SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
19 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

13 (E) UPON REQUEST OF A COMMUNITY ORGANIZATION OR PARENTS GROUP
14 WISHING TO AND OR ELIMINATE A SCHOOL BUS STOP OR SCHOOL BUS ROUTE, THE
15 COUNTY BOARD SHALL:

16 (1) HOLD A PUBLIC HEARING SUBJECT TO THE REQUIREMENTS
17 CONTAINED IN SUBSECTION (C) OF THIS SECTION; AND
